In response to the final Office Action of October 9, 2002, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the outstanding rejections in view of the following remarks: 



REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12-16, 18-25, and 27-33 are pending. The final Office Action mailed 
October 9, 2002 rejected all the pending claims under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as anticipated by Kracht 
(US 6,377,987). 

In support of the rejection, the Office Action, on page 1, item 2, asserts that Kracht 
teaches a second command, citing col.7, line 56- et seq. Applicants respectfully disagree with 
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
